Cleveland, July 3.—The strike at the 


Brown Hoisting company's works has 
reached a point where tlie authorities 
as well as the strikers are in no mood 
for trifling. When the non-union men 
left the works at G o'clock yesterday af- 
ternoon, there was rioting. Two hun- 
dred and fifty policemen emerged from 
the gates, guarding 53 workmen. An 
Immense crowd had gathered a block 
away, but the police took a :new route 
and eluded them for the moment. The 
strikers set up a yell, and ran, soon 
overtaking the marching column, hoot- 
Ing and yelling. A huge, moving van 
was In the rear, filled with strikers, and 
•with, it a small wagon laden with empty 
beer bottles. The police suspected that 
the bottles were intended for missiles, 
and compelled the driver o£ the wagon 
to turn back. 
. At "Wilson avenue and Euclid avenue, 
a railroad train blocked the way, and an 
effort was made to drive the 
van 


through the guard of police. The offi- 
cers dragged to the ground the driver, 
Fred W. Hearn, and the man on the seat 
beside him, J. O'Nell. These men re- 
sisted, and the police used their clubs 
on them with such effect that their heads 
were swollen masses of cuts. O'NeIl'3 
ankle was broken. The strikers In the 
van Jumped out, and the police charged 
the crowd, using their clubs on all tii9 
heads within reach. 
Frank Coopen- 


helker, a machinist, returning from 
work, fcnd not a striker, was caught In 
the crowd and severely clubbed OH the 
head. Heaxn was arrested and locked 
up. The strikers dispersed before the 
onslaught of the police, and the non- 
union men were sent home. 


Meanwhile a tragedy had taken place 


at the Brown works. Albert G. Saun- 
ders, a young student at Case School of 
Applied Science, has been working for 
the Brown company during vacation, 
for the practical knowledge It would 
give Mm. He did not leave with the 
non-union men under police guard, but 
mounted his bicycle and sought to reach 
home alone. As he turned Into Hamil- 
ton street a knot of stdjtera saw him, 
and shouted to him to atop. He did not 
obey, and they began to throw stones 
and bricks at him. A brick struck him 
on the head and knocked him off his 
wheel, and, he claims tharafter he was 
down, they continued 
to stone him. 


Rising to his knees, he drew his revolver 
and flred. The ball missed his assail- 
ants, sped across a vacant lot and 
burled Itself in the breast of William 
Rettger, one of the strikers, who was 
walking through an alley with several 
companions. Rottger was sent to a 
hospital, where he died In a few minutes. 
He was a alng-le man, 26 years old, 
boarding on Hoadley street, and was a 
brother of Pitcher Rettger of the Mil- 
waukee Baseball club. 


Patrolman Gibbons heard the shot 


flred and rushed up, seised young 
Saunders and hurried him Into the office 
of the BIshop-Babcock company. 
In a 


wonderfully short space of time a furi- 
ous crowd, which packed the streets as 
Jar as the eys could reach, surged against 
the front of the office, demanding that 
Saur.ders be delivered to them. Some 
one brought a rope, and a cry of lynch- 
ing was raised. They began to pry a; 
the windows of the office, when Patrol- 
man Gibbons, who was once a union 
workman, addressed the 
mob, and 


partly quieted It. Two patrol wagon 
loads of police arrived, and a guard was 
posted In front of the building.

The Ohio IMascpt and His Wonclerfcl Cam- 


pniiTGj'Jn n Republican State. 


James Euwin Campbell, one of the 


Democratic political giants of Ohio, 
comes of good old Scotch ancestry and 
craces his family tree away back to tho 
clan Campbell of the highlands. He 
was born in Middletown, O., 011 July 7, 
18-13, and is consequently in his fifty- 
third year. Iu his youth he longed to 
become ti Bailor, and in 1SG3 his ambi- 
tion vyaa gratified. At the age of 20 ha 


became a m.aster's,mateon.the rnmboatg 
Elk and Naiad, serving .in the Missis- 
sippi and Eed river .flotillas, and .was 
repentedly under.fire.. 


After the war he studied law and was

prosecuting attorney in Butler comity 
in 1875 and re-elected "in 1877. Three 
times he was elected to congress in a 
Republican district and was looked np- 
on as a political mascot by the Demo- 
crats. His wonderful strength and his 
great poptilarity led to his "Domination 
for tho governorship in 188!). He made 
one of his vigorous and well managed 
campaigns and was elected governor. 
In 18!)1 he cime to the front.again as.a 
candidate, and after a spirited cam- 
paign, that attracted the interested at- 
tention of the entire country, "he was 
beaten by the Hon. William HoKinlcy. 


In August, -1S05, the Democracy was 


determined to again .place him at the 
head of the-ticket. He was equally de- 
termined to remain out of tho fight, and 
during the convention, when the nomi- 
nation was being forced upon him, he 
.made one of bis characteristic speeches.

Xhe Fanner Goremor of liidljuui a&d Dll

Claude Matthews,' the "farmer govern- 


or of Indiana, is one.ot the ..striking 
figures in western politics. He is no 
election day agriculturist, bnt an actual 
farmer, and, lite Orncinnatus, he vir- 
tually left the plow to take a h&nd in 
the political affairs of the common- 
wealth. He is a strong, resolute man, 
in tho prime ol life, and his personal 
integrity and statesmanlike capacity 
have made him the roost popular aa 
well as the most respected Democrat; in 
the Hoosier State.' This fact has- been 
evidenced by tie. wonderful manner in 
which he lias repeatedly reduced Re- 
pnblicah majorities. 


Governor Matthews is a Kentuckian 


and a son of the soil of the "Dark :md 
Bloody Ground." Bethel, Bath county, 
was tho scene of his birth "and Dec. 24, 
1S45, the date of the.interesting evc.nt 
He attended Center college and at the 


age of 2S married Miss Martha B. 
Whitcomb, the only child of Governor 
James Whitcomb, who governed Indi- 
ana from 1643 to 1840. 


Iu 1369 he removed to Vermilion 


county, Ind., and devoted himself to 
agricultural pursuits three miles from 
Clinton. Ho was an enthusiastic and 
sacccssfnl tiller of tho soil and became 
particularly conspicuous in his locality 
as u slock breeder. He is a member of 
the Farmers' Mutual Benefit association 
arjd lived on his farm until he was 
elected governor. In 1876 he .became 
the first Democratic representative from 
Vermilion cotmry- 


In 1800 he was chosen by a Demo- 


cratic convention as secretary of state 
and carried Indiana by a plurality of 
nearly 20,000. In April, 1692, he was 
romiuated for governor of Indiana on 
tho first ballot. He was elected by a 
plurality of G, 97G, 
and his term expires 


Jan. 9, 1897. 
In 1803, when the local 


authorities and the at'toruey general 
were defied by the Eoby prizefighters, 
Governor Matthews called onfc the mili- 
tia and suppressed the Columbian Ath- 
lerir: "Inh.

mittee of th& national Democratic com- 
mittee have decided tu recommend to 
the full committee that they proceed In 
the usual -way to designate a man for 
temporary chairman of the national 
convention. 


It IK not yet determined -whether the 


executive conunlttee ^vill assume the re- 
sponsibility of naming the man for this 
place, and that matter Is still under con- 
sideration. The decision to recommend 
this course has been arrived at, not'lr. 
defiance of the request of the silver men, 
but ".t la claimed because It IE In accor- 
dance with the precedents In the party. 
Still there- are evidences that the mem- 
bers of the committee resent the demand 
of the sllverites as without warrant, and 
It Is believed tliat they have reached the 
point where they prefer to take the 
chances of aji open flg-ht in the conven- 
tion to submitting tamely to what they 
look upon as an unjustified effort at 
dictation.

"W. M. Stewart, the Nevada silver sen-

He Is sup- 
posed to be here in Senator Teller's In 
terests, but he declines to say explicitly 
what his mission Is, beyond that of. mak- 
ing observations.

Mr. Har- 
rity's friends say, however, that he will 
pursue no course that is not in accord 
with precedents, and with his ideas of 
fairness to all. The sliver men refuse 
to believe that he would pursue such a 
course, but shake their heads ominously 
when asked what would result in case 
he should. 


The gold men on the national commlt- 


j tee are not united upon a man for 


presiding officer, but they discuss names 
more freely than do the sllverites. men- 
tioning those of Senators Hill and Vllas, 
and Hush Wallace. 
There Is liable to 


be a division among the gold forces of 
the committee, with the administration 
gold men constituting one faction and 
the anti-administration gold men thu 
other faction. 
Senator Hill stands for 


the latter wing, and Senator Vilas and 
Mr. Wallace for the former. 
It la 


claimed 
that 
Senator Vllas is not 


anxious for the place, and there is a 
tendency of the administration men to 
unite upon Mr. Wallace. It is believed 
that he would be willing to accept the 
honor of the nomination, taking his 
chances In the convention in a contest 
with the silver nominee. 
The admin-

i are largely superior In 


numbers to the gold men, and, H is 
claimed, even have a majority of the 
committee against both the silver men 
and the anti-administration gold men. 
There \e. however, a belief among mem-

"I have asked several Democrats

I fear that 
there will be two silver candidates In 
the f.eld. to divide the silver vote and 
give the Tory Hessians another victory." 


Senator Stewart declined to state who

SclU there are evidences that the mem- 
bers of the committee resent the demand 
of the sllverltes as without warrant, and 
It is believed that they have reached the 
point where they prefer to take the 
chances of aji open fight In the conven- 
tion to submitting tamely to what they 
look upon as an unjustified effort at 
dictation.

There Is no doubt that If the lull na- 


tional committee accepts the recom- 
mendation It will result In the precipita- 
tion of a lively skirmish or. the floor ol 
the convention on the threshold of Its 
proceedings.

Claude Matthews, the farmer govern 


or of Indiana, is one of the Btriiin 
figures in western .politics. Ha is n 
election day agricnlturiat, but an actua 
farmer, and, like Cincinnatus, be Tir 
tually left the plow to take a hind 
the political aCaira of the common, 
vrealth. He ia a strong, resolnto man 
in the primo of life, and his persona 
integrity and statesmanlike capacity 
have made him tlie most' popular as 
well as the most respected Democrat 
the Hoosier State. This fact has b«c 
evidenced by the wonderful manner i 
which ho has repeatedly reduced Ri 
publican majorities. 


Governor Matthews is a Kentuckia 


and a son of the soil of the "Dark un 
Bloody Ground." Bethel, Bntli county 
was the scene of his birth and Dec. 
1845, tho date of the interesting erenl 
He attended Center college and at th 


age of 23 married Miss Martha R 
\Vhitcomb, the only child of Governor 
James Whitcorcb, who governed Indi 
ana from 1843 to 184G. 


In 1SG9 he removed to Vermilion 


county, Jud., and devoted himself to 
agricultural pursuits three miles from 
Clinton. He was an enthusiastic anc 
successful tiller cf the soil and becarai 
p:irticularly conspicuous in his locality 
as a stock breeder. He ia a member o 
tho Farmers' Mutual Benefit association 
and lived ou his farm until ho 
elected govpmor. In 1S7G ho became 
the first Democratic representative from 
Vormiliou counry. 


In 1890 ho was chosen by a Demo- 


cratic convention as secretary of state 
Qj;d carried Indiana by a plurality o: 
nearly 20,000. In April, 1S92, he was 
nominated for governor of Indiana on 
tbe first ballot. He wrts elected by 
plurality of G,97G, and his term expires 
Jsm. 0,' 1807. In 1SS3, when the loc.il 
authorities and the attorney genera! 
wero defied by the Roby prizefighters, 
Governor Matthews called ont the raili- 
ti:i and suppressed the Columbian Ath- 
letic ijnb.

Er.-inblc'J hi-re yesterday, to v/Hnes.s the 
laying uC Ll-.t cornerstone of *.he inor.u- 
jncnl t'i tht mi.-mury of J elf arson Davis. 
It \va.s the last and greatest day oC tlio 
sixth annual reunion of the United Con- 
fuderale Veterans' association, which 
has bi-oufht to Richmond s.liueethcr 
about IL',000 veterans, besides thousands 
of other visitors. Yesterday's exercises 
lulded 30,000 visitors and youns; seldierd 
to the v;;st throng:. 


Wednesday night, history repeated 


Itsflt in the scene v.-hlch the capitol hill 
presented. 
A. small army of grizzled 


men, 
In Jackets of t-ruy, slept ui/on the 


Krtfcil sv/avd around tht1 old state house, 
ulth coats for pillows arid the graKsy 
lawn lor their beds. A full thousand 
Bix-rt the nt^'hl on the capitol grounds. 


The city was saliy decorated. Hero 


and there on tha streets, faded 
and 


tattered battleliags. relics of the Lost 
Cause, iloated like gaunt Bkeletbna in 
the air, attracting constantly a surging 
crowd ot men In pray around them. 


The veteraJi cavaJry held a meeting to 


take steps toward erecting a. mcnumenl 
to General J. E. B. Stuart. Colonel Will- 
lam Hempatreec of Brooklyn made n 
speech, In which he spoke kindly oj the 
treatment which tie had received by 
veterans, ana said he thought they wuru 
all true to the American (lag.

An Invitation was extended from tho 


Philadelphia brigade to attend the re- 
union of tho Blue and Gray at Wash- 
ington. Sept. 16, when a monument to 
the brigade will be unveiled at Antletam. 
General Gordon said the invitation would 
be sent to tho various camps for action. 


Cleveland. July n.—The strlio! at the 


Brown Hoisting company's works nan 
reached a point where trie authorities 
as well aa the strikers are In no mood 
for trifling. When the non-union men 
left tfif; works at 5 o'clock yesterday af- 
ternoon, there was rioting, Two hun- 
dred tmd fifty policemen emerged from 
the frtttes, guarding- 53 workmen. An 
Immense crowd hart gathered a block 
u.way, but the police took a new route 
arc! eluded t.V;m for the moment. The 
strikers set up a yell, and ran. soon 
overtaking the marching column, hoot- 
ing and yelling. A huge moving van 
was In the rear, filled with strikers, and 
-with It a small wagon laden with empty 
beer bottles. Tlio police suspected that 
the bottles were Intended-for missiles, 
and compelled the driver of the wagon 
to turn back. 


At Wilson nvcnue and Euclid avenue, 


a railroad train blocked the way, and an 
effort was made to drive the 
van 


throug'h the guard of police. The offi- 
cers dragged to the ground the driver, 
Fred W. H<?n.rn, and the man on the seat 
beside him, J. O'Neil. These men re- 
sisted, and the police used their clubs 
on them wltli such effect that their heads 
were !)V.-ollen masses of cuts. O'Nell's 
ankle was broken. The strikers In the 
van Jumped out, and the police charged 
the crowd, using their clubs on all the 
heads within reach. 
Frank Coopen- 


helker, a machinist, returning 
from 


work, and not a striker, was caught in 
the crowd and severely clubbed on the 
head. Hearn was arrested .and locked 
up. The strikers dispersed before the 
onslaught of the police, and the non- 
union irnen were sent home. 


lleanwhlle a tragedy had taken place 


at the Brown works. Albert G. Saun 
ders, a. young student at Case School of 
Applied Science, has been working for 
the Brown company during vacation, 
for the practical knowledge It would 
give Mm! He did not leave with the 
non-union men under police gua.ro, but 
mounted his bicycle and sought to reach 
home alone. As he turned Into Hamil- 
ton street a knot of staters saw him, 
and shouted to him to stop. He did not 
obey, and they began to throw stones 
and bricks at him. A brick struck him 
on the head and knocked him off his 
wheel, and, he claims that after he was 
down, they continued 
to 
atone him. 


Rising to his knees, he drew his revolver 
and flred. The ball missed his assail- 
ants, sped across a vacant Jot and 
burled Itaelf In the breast of William 
Rettger, one of the strikers, who -was 
walking through an alley with several 
companions. Rotiger was sent to a 
hospital, wieni.he died In a few minutes. 
He was a single man, 25 years old, 
boarding on Hoadley street, and was a 
brother o£ Pitcher Rettger of the Mil- 
waukee Baseball club. 


Patrolman Gibbons heard the shot 


fired 
a.nu rushed up, seized young 


Saunders and hurried him into the office 
of the BlBhop-Iinbcock company. In s. 
wonderfully short space of time a furi- 
ous crowd, which packed the streets as 
far as the eye could reach, surged against 
the front of the office, demanding that 
Saunders be delivered to them. Some 
one brought a rope, and a cry of lynch- 
ing was raised.

Th.o Remarkable Career of OEB of Ohlo'l

There are few men who have achieved

He was born at Denrnark, 0., Sept, 17, 
1845, and when but la years old left 
Jliami university to volunteer in the 
Union armjr. After hia term of one 
year's enlistment expired he returned 
to college and remained until June, 
1863, when he organized n company 
and served with it to^the end of the 
war. Ho was promoted to lieutenant 
colonel on the field of battle for "con- 
spicuous gallantry," bat the war ended 
before he received his commission.

Brice studied low and settled in'practice 
at Lima, O. He made a specialty of cor- 
poration law and soon acquired distinc- 
tion as a railroad lawyer.
